For Strike 
Settlement 


Definite progress is being made 
toward settlement of Atlanta’s 
street car strike. 


That was the statement of Con- 
ciliator John L. Cone last night 
after conferences between officials 
of the Amalgamated Association 
of Street Electric Railway and 
Motor Coach Employes, AFL, and 
Georgia Power Company officials. 

“IT can only say<that definite 
progress is being made,” 
said when the conference ad- 
ee at 8 p. m. last night, to 

resumed at 10 a. m: today. The 
meetings are being held in the 
Conciliator’s office in the Ten For- 
syth Street Building. 

J. L. Walton, President of the 
Union, while refusing to comment 
on the day's activities, pointed out 
that Atlanta will be without trol- 
ley and bus service again today. 


“When an agreement is reached, 
if we reach an agreement,” he 
said, “then the Power Company’s 
transportation employes will be 
called to a meeting, hear the pro- 
posal, and vote on it. 

“So it will be many hours after 
2 conference agreement is reached 
before any service can be re 
newed.” 

Yesterday's conferences lasted 
more than nine hours, with only 
@ brief recess for lunch. All con- 
ferees had a late dinner last night 
after adjournment of the confer- 
ence. 

As Atlanta prepared to begin 
the third day without trolley or 
bus service, the conferees agreed 
the only hitch in the negotiations 
is over the pension plah, In an 
agreement entered into by Union 
and Power Company officials, the 
trolley operstors received 


$1.05 per hour. 

The pay increase was approved 
by members of the Union but they 
refused to return to work unless 
their working contract contained 
a clause modifying the retirement 
system, and increasing the amount 
of insurance for the employes. 

Two other problems being dis- 
cussed at the conference are sick 
leave and premium pay for holi- 
days. 

Atiantans continued to get to 
and from work yesterday, many 
expressing surprise at the ease 
with which they “hitched” rides. 

And Atlanta police said the traf- 
fic moved faster yesterday than 
they have ever before seen it 
move in the downtown area.

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Truman Terms RFC a Vital Cog, 
Asks Congress To Extend Its Life 


WASHINGTON, May 2—(?)— 
President Truman Thursday called 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration a vital cog in the Govern- 
ment machine and asked Congress 
to extend its life beyond its pres- 
ent expiration date of Jan. 22, 
1947. 

He did not specify how long an 
extension he seeks but he classi- 
fied the RFC as one of those 
bureaus set up during the depres- 
sion which “will probably con- 
tinue as more or less permanent 
Federal agencies.” 

The RFC, Mr. Truman said in a 
message transmitting for the first 
time the budget programs of all 
wholly-owned Government.  cor- 
porations, “has become one of the 
major instrumentalities for con- 
ducting the postwar business ac- 
tivities of the Federal Govern- 
ment.” 

A net loss of four billion dollars 
is anticipated for the whole group 
of corporations for the fiscal year 
starting July 1, the President re- 
ported. The greater part of the 
losses—three and four-tenths bil- 
lion dollars—he said, will come 
from subsidy payments and sales

In 5th’s Congress Race 


Members of the Fifth Congres- 
sional District Democratic Execu- 
tive Committee will meet at 3:30 
p. m. today at the Fulton County 
Courthouse to adopt rules to govern 
the coming congressional primary.

It was said the 
Committee might adopt a plan re- 
quiring the winning candidate to 
receive a majority of the popular 
vote. 

The Committee abandoned the 
unit system a number of years ago 
in favor of the plurality system 
under which Mrs. Helen Douglas 
Mankin won in the recent special 
election to fill the vacancy created 
by the resignation of Robert Ram- 
speck,

JERUSALEM, May 2—(#)—The powerful Arab Higher Com- 
mittee told Britain “in the next thing to an ultimatum” Thursday 


that Arabs now “would proceed

a Committee official declared. 


He said the “national struggle” referred to the bloody uprisings 
of 1936-39 which ended when Britain adopted a white paper limiting 
Jewish immigration into Palestine. 


The Arab committee opposed 
the report of the British-American 
committee of inquiry, which rec- 
ommended immediate authoriza- 
tion for the immigration of 100,000 
European Jews and that Palestine 
should be reither an Arab nor 
Jewish state. 

“EMERGENCY” BODY 

Earlier, the Arab group named 
an “emergency” body to study a 
possible civil disobedience strike— 
similar to tactics in 
methods for mobilizing Arab youth 
in Palestine. 

It also appealed to Arab rulers 
of middle eastern countries for 
their support “in our struggle, 
which will continue until death, 
in the defense of our country and 
our holy places.” 

The committee already had call- 
ed a one-day strike Friday by 
Arabs in Palestine and throughout 
the Middle East to protest the 
joint report.

DOCTORS SUMMONED 

In response to appeals from the 
island, an emergency corps of doc- 
tors—including three U. S. Marine 
Corps physicians—put out to the 
island with nurses. : 

Prison guards fired into the 
convicts’ barricade with rifles, 
shotguns and gas shells. San Fran- 
cisco policemen radioed from a 
launch off the island that prison 
officers were firing through the 
cellblock windows on the East, or 
Oakland, side of the island. 

United Press Correspondent Wil- 
liam Best, from his observation po- 
sition atop Russian Hill overlook- 
ing the island, saw flames and 
smoke pour from from windows at 
one end of the cellblock. Later the 
fire—whatever the cause — died 
down, 

The Marine exchange reported 
that some unidentified “burning 
material” was thrown out of the 
cell-block, setting some shrubbery 
ablaze. Policemen guarding the 
waterfront said the fire probably 
was started by gas bombs. 


NONE GET AWAY : 

Unofficial reports from the 
island said none of the convicts 
had been able to get off the island 
and make good an escape. Prison 
officials expressed confidence that 
none of the conspirators would 
reach the mainland, 

Because the convicts captured 

most of the prison’s officials and 
were holding them as hostages, it 
was believed, military and prison 
authorities were reluctant to open 
a full-scale offensive against the 
barricaded inmates. 
. At 9:15 p. m. EST observers said 
there was a fusilade of about 18 
to 25 gunshot explosions, apparent- 
ly from an automatic weapon of 
heavy caliber, at a window on the 
cell-block. 

A Coast Guard PB-Y patrol 
plane, acting as it would in war- 
time, circled the island, guiding 
the besieging warcraft and observ- 
ing progress of the battle below. 

The Navy dispatched two de- 
stroyer-escorts to the island. The 
trim little ships with their heavy 
guns moved across the bay and in- 
to the line of vessels cruising 
around the water-locked prison. 

At 7:15 p. m. (EST) almost an 
hour after the revolt was first re- 
ported to the mainland in a terse- 
ly-worded official telegram, War- 
den Johnston telephoned Chief 
Dullea that the rioters were “cor- 
nered but not subdued.”

Johnston, in his first announce- 
ment of the battle, mentioned only 
one convict, who was armed with 
a machine gun. Later he inform- 
ed police that more than one con- 
vict was involved. 


A cordon of Coast Guard, Navy 
and police boats, bristling with 
machine guns and manned by 
warwise crews, was thrown 
around the island by 6:30 p. m. 
(EST) seven minytes after John- 
ston first flashed word of the bat- 
tle. 

In a telegram to-the mainland, 
Johnston said: 

“Serious trouble. 

“Convict has machinegun in 
cellhouse. Have issued riot call. 

“Placed armed guards at strate- 
gic locations. 

“Most of our officers are im- 
prisoned in cellhouse. 

«- “Cannot tell extent of injuries 
suffered by our officers or amount 
of damage done. 

“Will give more information lat- 
er in the day when we get con- 
trol.” 

(Signed) J. A. Johnston, Warden. 

Alcatraz Island is situated a 
mile and a half northeast of San 
Francisco’s waterfront marine dis- 
trict and almost directly east of 
the Golden Gate. It is the Na- 
tion’s “Devil’s Island,” particular- 
ly planned to confine dangerous 
outlaws. 

It is known as “escape-proof,” 
although two men once disappear- 
ed from the island into the fog- 
shrouded bay and were never seen 
again. 

The main cell block, where the 
convict apparently was enforcing 
a state of armed siege, is on the 
north-central portion of the island 
facing toward the Oakland-Berke- 
ley shore, 

There are about 300 prisoners 
in Alcatraz, including kidnapers, 
bank and post office robbers and 
murderers. 

The administration and War- 
den’s office is at the south end of 
the cell block. 


“ROCK” STRICT 

Obedience and discipline are the 
cardinal rules at Alcatraz, and ex- 
perience has shown that it is al- 
most impossible for a “Rock” con- 
vict to get out of line without be- 
ing detected by the corps of finely- 
trained guards. 

The only two convicts who suc- 
ceeded in escaping from Alcatraz 
were Ralph Roe and Theodore 
Cole, who escaped in December, 
1937, during a heavy fog which 
cut visibility to a few yards. 

The two Oklahoma “badmen” 
snaked through the steel bars of a 
workshop window, jimmied the 
lock on a high mesh wire gate 
and jumped off a 20-foot cliff into 
the water. Cole was serving 50 
years for kidnaping and Roe 99 
years for bank robberies. 


NEITHER FOUND 

Neither men were found and al- 
though they were reported seen 
in various communities for sev- 
eral years after their escape, au- 
thorities believe they perished in 
the swift currents of the bay. 

In 1939, five convicts attempted 
a desperate but unsuccessful 
break under the leadership of Ar- 
thur Barker, member of the no- 
torious Karpis-Barker gang. Bar- 
ker and Dale Stamphill, serving 
life for kidnaping, were wounded. 
The other convicts surrendered. 

Floyd Hamilton, a 36-year-old 
Texas badman and associate of 
Bonnie Parker, tried to escape in 
1943 but got no farther than a 
cave on the island where he hid 
without food for three days before 
he gave himself up. His hiding 
place was within a few feet from 
the spot where Fred Hunter, a 
confederate of Al Karpis, was shot 
and killed while making the 
break with Hamilton.

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A Thorough Investigation of Franco 


It is gratifying to all concerned that 
the subcommittee of the United Nations 
Security Council charged with investigat- 
ing the Franco regime in Spain gives 
promise of doing the job exhaustively, 
speedily and impartially. 

Few there are who have any doubt 
that the investigation will reveal exten- 
sive alliance between Franco and the 
Fascists so lately overthrown in Italy and 
the Reich. And these will doubtless be 
convinced by the revelations which, with 
only a little effort, the investigating group 
will be in a position to make. 

Nevertheless, in opening its hearing to 
all and inviting information from Falan- 


gists and exiled Republicans siting, je 
United Nations investigation group has 
given Franco’s apologists equal opportu- 
nity to present his case. Thus, when its 
full findings are made known, no one can 
say that the Spanish dictator was not ac- 
corded a fair trial. 

We quite approve, in this connection, 
the setting of May 31 as a time limit for the 
committee’s report. A month will be am- 
ple time for the investigation. Delay of 
its findings beyond that date would in- 
vite suspicion that obstructionist tactics 
were being utilized to prevent positive 
action against Franco. 

And that action, the vast majority of 
us feel, is already long overdue.

Not a Sound Position 


Out of its long history of fighting for 
public education, The Constitution be- 
lieves now, as always, that public educa- 
tion means juSt what it says. 

Therefore, the National Catholic Edu- 
cational Association’s position that paro- 
chial schools should have equal access to 
any available public-aid funds from the 
federal government seems quite untenable. 

If Catholics were excluded from public 
schools there would be reason for their 
appeal. Such exclusion does not exist. A 
great many Catholics do go to public 
schools. We therefore cannot at all grasp 
the logic of the “without distinction of 
race, color, creed” argument made in be- 
half of parochial schools. Nor can we 
agree with the Archbishop’s contention 
that limiting aid to tax-supported schools 
would nullify this country’s claim of 
“freedom of education.” 

This nation cannot, and must not, avoid 
its constitutional obligation to provide 


not at all suggest this is the mind of the 
Committee.

Were I a person of suspicious mind, I might suspect that the 
fact Wisconsin is one of the largest pea-packing States in the Union 
had something to do with this enthusiasm for the split pea. 

It is a noble soup, if made correctly. But it assuredly is not 
the national soup. On a cold night split pea soup, with small 
sausages in it, will revive the inner man and make him take a new 
interest in life. I do not mean to demean it. It is one of the 
nobler soups, but not THE soup.

And 
one of the delights of home is that one may ask for a second bowl 
of soup.

There is only one really poor soup. 
Tomato speaking, a soup. That is “tomato soup.” 
is the beverage called cream of tomato. 

It was of this so-called soup the French proverb was speaking 
when it said: “The United States has a million good cooks but only 
one soup.” 

As a matter of fact there are many good soups in America. The 
trouble is they are difficult to come by. The usual hotel or res- 
taurant gives you either tomato soup or a watery vegetable soup. 
This latter can be a noble soup, especially if cooked with plenty 
of beef. The very best vegetable soup is the Italian minestrone type. 

Truthfully, while we have taken the centuries of experiment- 
ing and concocting done by the best cooks of Europe, we have 
more good soup cooks than Europe. We have cooks who can turn 
out borsch as good as anyone in the Soviet Union. The French are 
our toughest opponent, we being unwilling to go along with enough 
garlic flavoring. Indeed, one good rule about cooking is to remem- 
ber there should be at least a little garlic in everything except 
ice cream. 

Bean soup, white, black or Spanish, if provided with a touch 
of garlic, is a majestt soup, inspiring philanthropy and good, 
Christian feelings. New England clam chowder and pepper pot 
have their points. 

A few American cooks, perhaps a handful, are learning to make 
good onion soup. But the list is small. Occasionally one will en- 
counter a good potato soup. It is difficult because of its apparent 


simplicity.

How Dictators Come To Be 


This is the evolution of many self-governing societies: 

The masses—those who work with their hands—often have little 
to live on. They, when assembled, are the most powerful class in 
a democracy. But they are seldom willing to take political actio 
except for money. So their leaders promise to deprive the rich o 
their estates and distribute them to the masses. 

Then the persons whose property is threatened feel compelled 
to defend themselves. Though they have no desire to overthrow the . 
existing system, when they are charged with plotting against the 
people, and see the masses, through ignorance and deception seek- 
ing to do them wrong, they become revolutionary, and then come 
impeachments, judgments, and trials of one another. 

The masses always have a champion whom they nurse into great- 
ness. This, and no other, is the root from which a tyrant springs. 
He first appears as the people's protector and, having a mob at his 
disposal, is not restrained from shedding the blood of citizens. By 
the favorite method of false accusations he brings them into court; 
some he kills, and others he banishes, at the same time hinting of 
abolition of debts, and partition of land. After this he must either 
perish at the hands of his enemies, or become a wolf—that is, a 
tyrant. 

If his opponents are not able to oust him, they conspire to assas- 


sinate him. 

Then comes the famous réquest for 
Request for Bodyguard a bodyguard, which is the device 
of all who have got thus far in their, tyrannical career. “Let not 
the people’s friend,” they say, “be lost to them.” The masses assent, 
fearing for him, not themselves. And when an opponent sees this 
he flees the country and is not ashamed to be a coward. 

And he, the protector, standing up with the reins of State in 
his hand, is no longer protector, but tyrant absolute. 

At first he is full of smiles—he, to be called a tyrant, liberating 
debtors, distributing land, and wanting to be so good and kind to 
everyone! But even when he has disposed of foreign enemies by 
conquest or treaty, and there is nothing more to be feared from 
them, he is always stirring up war so that the people may require 
a leader. Furthermore, he impoverishes them by taxes, and com- 
pels them to devote themselves to their daily wants, so they are 
less likely to conspire against him. And if he suspects any one of 
them of having notions of freedom, and of resistance, he will find 
a pretext to destroy them by putting them at the mercy of the 
enemy, and for all these reasons he must always be getting up a war. 

But now he begins to grow unpopular, 
Grows Unpopular Then some of those who set him up speak 
their minds, and the more courageous of them cast in his teeth what 
is being done. The tyrant, if he means to rule, must get rid of 
these. He, therefore, looks about him to see who is valiant, wise, 
or successful. He is the enemy of them all and seeks occasion to 
purge the State—not the sort of purge which physicians make, for 
they eliminategthe worse to save the better part of the body. He 
does the re se. 

The more detestable his actions are to the citizens, the more 
satellites he will require. He will find new devoted bands—and 
from every land—to flock to him, if he but pays them. Even poets 
will eulogize the tyrant, and go to other cities and attract mobs and 
draw them over to tyranny and “democracy.” Théy are paid for 
this and receive honor—from tyrants and masses. . 

You may ask how the tyrant maintains that fair, numerous, and 
ever-changing army of his. 

Well, if there are treasures in the State he will confiscate and 
spend them. As long as the confiscated fortunes of opponents 
suffice, he will diminish the taxes on the masses. But when these 
fail, he and his retinue will maintain themselves from the masses. 

If then they fly into a passion and 


Liberty Into Slavery remonstrate, they will discover what 


a monster they have been fostering, but they will find that he has 
grown strong, while they have become weak. 

It may be protested that no tyrant will use violence against the 
masses who gave him his power, but he will. And at that point he 
becomes the real and complete tyrant, about which no one can make 
a mistake. The people who sought escape from the smoke which 
is the slavery of free men will have fallen into the fire, which is 
the tyranny of slaves. Thus liberty, when it passes out of order and 
reason evolves into the harshest and bitterest form of slavery. 

Every word in this column is a free translation of a conversas 
tion between Socrates and Adeimantus as recorded in Plato's “The 
Republic.”

ss I came away from the children’s session at 
: =: the Book Fair convinced of one thing, and just 
) “** @ little dubious about another. I am positive 
that the younger generation makes the finest airplanes out of folded 
pieces of paper, and sails them further, than any other genera- 
tion since the Wright brothers took wings. And I am not sure that 
the books for children now published with such great pride and 
fanfare are the books the children themselves would choose. I 
think they are books that parents buy for children. 

The first conviction was inescapable. There must have been 
3,000 youngsters there, hauled by mothers and teachers in pri- 
vate cars in spite of the streetcar strike, and each of them had 
a program. Some of them had two programs, or maybe six. They 
filed into the place while the organ played music as bright and 
silvery as jingling coins and took their seats as high up as they 
could and then they folded up their programs in the form of little 
darts and sailed them. They filled the air with them, Some 
zipped and some floated and some whizzed like arrows. There 
were several of modern design, much like the new flying wing 
type of plane, which had greater gliding range than the dart 
type though they lacked accuracy. One young man in the second 
balcony took the slick-paper cover off a publisher’s book list and 
made a plane with it which sailed from the top tier of the second 
balcony all the way down to the fourth row, where it pinked the

Educational Sport and I think that grownups should not be 
so stodgy at public functions.

Whatever you think about them they are giving the kiddies more 
nearly the kind of reading they want than—but I will not go into 
the matter of comic books again. I fear I am getting churlish and 
ill-tempered about comic books. I know I shouldn’t feel that way. 
Most moments of peace and quiet I know around my house are 
due to comic books. When the day is rainy and there’s nothing 
to do and they are beginning to fight among themselves and pull 
the cat’s tail and in general raise-sand, I can go up to the drug 
store and get a batch of comic books and never hear another peep 
out of them. It is sort of like giving them a teaspoonful of lau- 
danum.

bles with the FCC and the Depart- 
ment of Justice, including a prison 
term of four years and a fine of 
$4,000 on a charge of using the 
mails to defraud patients at & hos- 
pital which he formerly operated 
at Eureka Springs, Ark. 

Baker claims that while he was 
in Leavenworth Prison, and un- 
able to protect his interests, repre- 
sentatives of the Alamo Broadcast- 
ing Company obtained an option 
to buy the equipment from his sta- 
in Neuvo Laredo, 
Mexico, “by.actions of an employe 
who called a meeting of the corpo- 
ration and voted the stock of your 
petitioner by a false proxy, with- 
out his knowledge or consent.” 
Baker was president and general 
manager of CIA Industrial Univer- 
sal Mexico, which owned XENT. 


“THIS unauthorized action put 
the Mexican corporation out of the 
radio business and enabled the 
Alamo Broadcasting Company to 
apply for a better frequency and 
increased operating power when 
radio equipment was frozen due to 
the war,” Baker charges. He then 
alleges that the Alamo Company 
“offered to give said employe a 
steady position at an attractive 
salary for closing the transaction.” 

The petition puts the Commis- 
sion itself in the position of de- 
fendant for it says the Commission 
gave Alamo a construction permit 
“in an unprecedently short time 
and without notice of opportunity 
for any interested parties to be 
heard.” 

FCC’s construction permit was 
issued in November, 1944, and the 
first complaint from Baker was 
not received until April, 1945. The 
FCC’s rules provide that such pro- 
tests must be filed within 20 days 
but Charles R, Denny, Acting 
Chairman of the FCC, has decided 
to reopen the case and consider 
the information which Baker 
claims to possess, 

According to Baker’s petition, 
notwithstanding threats that he 
would be sent back to prison if he 
tried to interfere, he obtained a 
decree from the President of Mex- 
ico forbidding the exportation of 
his equipment. Nevertheless, he 
says, under cover of darkness in 
April, 1945, four large trucks load- 
ed with his property moved across 
the border into the United States. 


THE STOCK of Elliott Roose- 
velt’s network was represented to 
be worthless in January, 1942, and 
on such representations John Hart- 
ford and David G. Baird, of New 
York, were induced not only to 
settle large loans to Elliott at two 
cents on the dollar but to surren- 
der to Jesse Jones, then Secretary 
of Commerce, the stock which 
they held ag collateral. Jones 
transmitted the stock to the late 
President Roosevelt who held it 
until Nov. 9, 1943, when he, per- 
sonally, sent it to Elliott’s wife of 
that time, now Mrs. Ruth Fidson. 
This stock, worthless less than two 
years before, now was used to de- 
fray the continuing responsibility 
of the President’s son in alimony 
and the support of his children of 
that marriage. Five months later, 
the Alamo station applied for the 
permit to increase its power and, 
incidentally, its value as the key 
property of the network. 

When I say that the FCC will 
investigate Baker's charges of 
fraud-I do not mean to convey the 
idea that this Federal bureau will 
make a thorough inquiry of its 
own. It is committed only to con- 
sideration of the allegations and 
the documents which is a far dif- 
ferent thing from an aggressive in- 
quiry with a view to proving the 
case. This would seem to mean 
that Baker will be required to 
make the real investigation under 
great handicaps by contrast with 
the conduct of other Government 
bureaus in calling on the FBI and 
assigning investigators and law- 
yers to round up small restau- 
rant owners for overcharging by a 
few cents and property owners 
who violate rent ceilings. The 
FCC’s position is that of a passive 
court here, possibly with a little 
prejudice against the complaining 
witness. 

The Federal Government has 
moved reluctantly, slowly: and 
with the most obvious political 
consideration for the Roosevelt 
family in all the outrageous deal- 
ings exposed to date by which the |

We have known Mr. Coburn 
personally though not intimately 
since the days of “The Better 
Ole” (1919), his former stage 
manager, Georgia Currie, having 
been our mutual friend. But we 
had never thought of him as a 
Georgian. Last night, while 
awaiting the opening of the “Mer- 
ry Wives of Windsor,” we discov- 
ered this fact in the program, and 
called upon the distinguished ac- 
tor today. He is not only a na-

Negotiations Broken Off 
Between Union, Rail Carriers 


CHICAGO, May 2—(?)—Negotiations seeking to avert a nation- 
wide railroad strike scheduled for May 18 were broken off Thursday 
when union representatives bolted a conference with the carriers 
and announced they wouldn’t return until they were offered “some- 


thing substantial.” 

A. F. Whitney, President of the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Train- 
men, said the management offers 
to his group and the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers were 
“nothing but what the President's 
fact-finding panel recommended 
and we've already turned that 
down.” 

The two Brotherhoods, repre- 
senting some 280,000 railroad em- 
ployes, originally set March 11 as 
a date for their nationwide strike 
but postponed the walkout when 
President Truman appointed an 
emergency fact-finding panel. 

The panel last month recom- 
mended a 16 cents hourly wage 
boost and changes in some work- 
ing rules. The Unions, which had 
demanded pay increases averaging 
$2.50 daily and more sweeping 
changes in working rules, rejected 
the recommendations and resched- 
uled their strike. 

“We walked out after 15 min- 
utes of conference,” Whitney said 
in announcing the breakdown. 
“We will not meet with them 
again until they have something 
substantial to offer.’’ 

The Carriers Wage Committee, 
representing ajl the nation’s major 
lines, accused the Union represen- 
tatives with declining to negotiate. 


The Committee said in a state- 


ment: 
“The Brotherhoods refused to 
accept the recommendations of the 


President’s emergency board or 
the offer of the carriers’ represen- 
tatives, declined to negotiate fur- 
ther with respect to the matters 
at issue and walked out of the 
conferénce.” 

The statement added that the 
carriers offered to accept the pay 
increase recommendations of the 
‘board and to negotiate further 
with the Brotherhoods on the ques- 
tion of rules changes. 

Some 1,250,000 members of 
three other operating Brother- 
hoods and 15 non-operating Broth- 
erhoods recently were granted 
wage hikes of 16 cents hourly by 
two arbitration boards. They an- 
nounced they would reopen 
negotiations with the railroads for 
additional salary increases. 

Unless the Chicago conferences 
are resumed, Government inter- 
vention appeared as the only pos- 
sibility for averting a strike. The 
Government could seize the rail- 
roads—as it did on Presidential 
order in 1943 and 1944—or could 
order a resumption of fact-finding 
by the old or a new panel.

“I constantly feel as 
if I am on the rge of a nerv- 
ous breakdown, In fact; six years 
ago I actually did have a nerv- 
ous breakdown and was in a sani- 
tarium three months. 


“Our family physician said it 
was just my nerves. 

“Now I feel another break- 
down coming on. I can’t even be 
a good mother to our liftle girl. 

“My husband is growing irri- 
tated with me because I cannot 
get over my nervous condition. 
What is the matter? 


DIAGNOSIS 


In a case like this it is always 
wise to examine the patient lest 
there be an organic cause for her 
condition. But Sybil is organical- 
ly fit, which means that she has 
been checked especially as regards 
her thyroid. 

This thyroid or “goitre” gland 
in the neck can spéed up \the 
body’s activities and make one 
jittery or nervous. But so can too 
much stimulation, as from coffee, 
late hours and excessive eye- 
strain, or erotic frustration and 
jeolousy, or prolonged fears. 


WHY BREAKDOWNS?’ 

As a rule a nervous breakdown 
is a symptom of some deep-seated 
emotional conflict that may have 
been going on for months or even 
years. 

Sometimes people will work fe- 
verish and frantically in the 
business world, or in society af- 
fairs and church, Junior League 
or dramatic activities, in an effort 
to evade or forget the unsolved 
conflict. 

Occasionally the breakdown oc- 
curs just as the patient is coming 
down the home sstretch, so to 
speak, and is finishing a very dif- 
ficult job. Popularly, we say the 
overwork caused the breakdown. 
This is not strictly true. 

The overwork was just a fren- 
zied means of trying to evade the 
deep emotional conflict. 


RED HERRING TECHNIQUE 


People who meet their prob- 
lems and settle them as they arise 
are not likely candidates for nerv- 
ous breakdowns. 

Sybil had an abnormal terror 
of pregnancy and childbirth. 

The real root of her difficulty, 
therefore, lay in the fact that she 
was frightened at the thought of 
becoming a mother. 

Her first breakdown six years 
ago had come when they were 
contemplating having a_ family. 
After five years, her husband se- 
riously discussed their having a 
playmate for this child. That was 
when Sybil again began to experi- 
ence the fears that led her to ex- 
pect another nervous breakdown. 
A breakdown could not only re- 
sult from her conflict, but she 
secretly hoped it woud also stave 
off the event which she dreaded. 

Childbirth is no longer the pain- 
ful bugaboo that it was a genera- 
tion ago, so wives should learn 
the facts about it and thus elimi- 
nate such dread as Sybil demon-

Turn Sausage Into Main Dishes 
When Other Meats Are Unavailable

When you're looking for some- 
thing for dinner and find sausage 
and only sausage on the meat 
counter, don’t be discouraged. 
Take it home, and have fun see- 
ing how many delicious main 
dishes can be created with this 
meat, formerly considered suit- 
able just for breakfast or supper 
menus. That you are longing for 
a steak as thick as that—, a roast 
plump and juicy, or a. luscious- 
looking baked ham, I have no 
doubt. I have my dreams, too. 
But a woman with the true home- 
making instinct derives a great 
deal of satisfaction in making 
something out of practically noth- 
ing. Good sausage is not practi- 
cally nothing, but most of us 
would not choose it for dinner 
quite so often if we had other 
choices. The following recipes 
are offered to suggest how sau- 
sages may fit deliciously into the 
main meal in the absence of other 
more familiar dinner entrees. 


SPAGHETTI PORKIES

Georgia Power Company, has announced. 


Plant Atkinson, near Atlanta, 
and Plant Arkwright, near Macon, 
are steam-Operated installations, 
but Atkinson can be operated en- 
tirely and Arkwright from two- 
thirds to three-fourths on natural 
gas during Summer months, it was 
pointed out. Other Power Com- 
pany generation stations are op- 
erated by water power. 

If a crisis arises in Georgia, it 
will not occur until the Winter 
drain on gas supplies forces the 
Company to use large quantities 
of coal for power, he said: During 
Summer months, the plants can be 
operated largely by gas which is 
mot needed for heating public 
buildings. 

“The rainy Winter season has 
filled our reservoirs satisfactorily, 
and we have a satisfactory coal 
reserve for the steam plants,” 
Mitchell said. “We do not antici- 
pate any immediate need to cur- 
tail consumption of power in the 
Atlanta area or in Georgia. 

“If the strike should continue 
over a long period, and drouths 
come, we might face some diffi- 
culty. That, however, is no fore- 
seeable crisis.” 

While other sections of the na- 
tion are threatened with a power 
shortage, Atlanta and Georgia ap- 
pear to be in good circumstances 
due to development of its natural 
resources and ‘the several - avail- 
able means for producing vitally 
needed electricity.
